Commonwealth's Attorney Joseph Taylor of Henry 


county, has decided to lay every shred of evidence bear- 
ing on the mysterious murder of Mrs. Nancy Graveley 
Eggleston five months ago, before the Circuit court grand 
jury which meets in Martinsville on Monday, it was learn- 
ed this afternoon. This course of action, directly contrary

to his announced_decision_two weeks ago, is not prompted 
by the "discovery ofnew evidence bearing on the crime, but 
is chiefly the result of a certain degree of popular unrert in. _ 
Henry county which has resulted in mutterings against al- 
leged inactivity of recent weeks. Not many days ago an ^ 
open letter was addressed to the commonwealth's attorney * 
asking what was being done to bring the guilty to justice 
and it is believed that Mr. Taylor, sensing this feeling has , 
decided to present all the evidence he has before the grand 
jury in order to show that he has nothing to conceal and 
none to shield in a grim and mysterious homicide, and to 
unburden himself of sole responsibility for a waiting policy.

The Banyoro people are among the 


most curious races in the whole of 
equatorial Africa They are general- 
1 vspoken of as the "cow people, for 
they are powerful clansmen whose 
wealth and religion and health is all 
intimately connected with the peace- 
ful domestic cow. 
They have many strange 
customs 
and beliefs. 
It is considered a, de- 


cradation for Banyoro men to dig or 
till the soil, eo milk and meat are 
their most staple forms of diet. 
A few days after we had entered 


the Unyoro country- we noticed a 
number of shrines in every direction. 
Our inquiries elicited the information 
they were ghost shrines. When sick- 
ness cames to the 
Banyoro people, 


they say that t is one of their ene- 
tnfes—the ghosts of their ancestors— 
who is attacking them, so they pro- 
ceed to capture the evil spirit- 
Ghosts, 
they 
believe, like 
hot 


cooked meat. 
Therefore, meat 
is 
cooked in a large cooking pot near 
the dwelling hut of the sick man or 
woman. 
As soon as the pleasant 


aroma of the" meal reaches" the dwell- 
ing, the Banyoro believe that the evil 
spirit enters the cooking pot to en- 
joy the feast- As soon as the food is 
cooked and ready, they seal it up. 
The potted ghost is then taken away 
from the village and buried in the 
ground, the place of interment 
marked by the erection of a ghost 
shrine- 
Another quaint belief of the Ban- 


yoro is that once a man has been en- 
throned as king of that country, his 
person becomes sacred. 
His food is 
restricted to milk and beef, which is 
obtained from a special and sacred 
herd of cows which are always kepi 
apart from the other herds. 
The king of Unyoro never permits 


himself to grow old or his faculties to 
becosue impaired. 
When he thinks 
himself likely to become seriouslv ill, 
he calls together a council of state,
